| OTVARC Dues Proposal 


Your Board of Directors has been studying our club dues structure. Our dues have been at -o 
$10.00 annually since the founding of our club twenty-five years ago. 


At our September 11th meeting, the proposal was announced to the membership. This 
proposal was developed after a careful analysis of our club’s program needs and a year-long 
study of similar clubs‘ dues. 


The Board of Directors proposes increasing dues to $15.00 annually for a Regular Member 
($20.00 for an entire household). Full-time students would be free. Life Membership would 
remain as now: No Dues after two years of Membership and attainment of age 70, with Life 
Membership available for purchase at an earlier age at a sliding scale amount. Members who 
wish to upgrade to Life Member would have until the end of 2004 to do so before using the new 
dues amount. In addition, the Board recommends in this proposal that we increase dues by $1 
a year until we reach $20.00 for a Regular Member and $25.00 for an entire household in 2008. 


The Club will continue to encourage a contribution of $10.00 annually for the Goat Mountain 
Repeater (146.960 MHz). Operational costs for the club repeaters are included in the Club 
Annual Budget. 


Oregon Tualatin Valley Amateur Radio Club has two main sources of income: Dues and 
proceeds from the administration of SEAPAC. Currently, we have more than fifty Life Members 
who attained this status by attainment of age 70, and two who contributed the specified 
amount to become Life Members. Funds are set aside by the Treasurer to cover these members 
in future years (the current set aside is more than $9,000). 


We have 98 Regular and 24 Family-Regular Members, representing $1,100.00 income. 
Proceeds from SEAPAC vary widely from year-to-year. This year the Club loaned funds to the 
SEAPAC Committee as seed money for the 2002 event. 


The Board of Directors unanimously adopted this recommendation to the Members. Our 
Bylaws require a vote of the Members at a regular club meeting to proceed with this change. 
When adopted, the new dues schedule will be effective with the 2003 Year. 


Members will be asked to vote to accept this proposal at the October 9th meeting.

Each Officer has specific duties: 


‘“— Our President conducts meetings, gives direction to the Board, and represents the club at other 


— 


functions. Our Vice President fills in for the Presidents during an absence. (the easy part) and 
is responsible for coordinating the programs for the club meetings. This includes finding a 
topic, a presenter, or materials needed to present a program. Our Secretary records Minutes of 
meetings and maintains the club roster. The Secretary prepares letters to other clubs and 
organizations as directed by the Board. The Treasurer’s duties include collecting dues, making 
bank deposits, coordinating the budget and paying bills. The Treasurer’s most important task is 
presenting and maintaining the financial records of the club. Trustees (maximum five) are 
elected for two years, bringing the Board to nine members. They are to balance the Board and 
represent you as members. Trustees are the first to volunteer and accept appointments to head 
up club committees and projects. 


Most Officers run for more than a single one-year term, though we would like to have 
competition for the offices. We run again because someone has to do it if the club is going to 
function well, and we enjoy this part of the club. 


If you would like to help with the club but don’t want to be an Officer there are appointments 
that you could fill. You can assist an appointee in doing a specific job. We need two additional 
control operators for the W7OTV repeater. This isn’t a “power” position but carries a big 
responsibility. You don’t monitor 24 hrs a day, but with several other operators you cover the 
club’s responsibility for operating the repeater. This month’s “get active request” is to 
participate in your club. If you are interested in running for office, volunteering for an 
appointed position, or in giving your ideas to the Board for projects, contact the appropriate

wpm) and Fast Code (35, 30, 25, 20, 15, 13, 10 wpm). These are offered on the following 
schedule: 

Slow: MWF, 4:00 PM and TTH 1:00 PM, 4:00 PM, and 7:00 PM. 

Fast: MWF, 1:00 PM and 7:00 PM, TTH 4:00 PM.

Additional CW practice can be obtained by copying the ARRL Code Bulletins at 8:00 pm nightly 
on the same frequencies. Bulletins are normally sent at 18 words per minute. 


Code practice begins at the speed indicated and progresses at regular intervals to the final 
speed indicated. Slow speed transmissions begin at the lower end of the scale and Fast speed 
transmissions begin at the upper end of the range. Copy is from the pages of QST. The source 
is announced in code at the beginning of the session. Plain text and mixed number/letter 
groups are included. 


CW is a skill. Receiving CW improves with practice, is not lost and can be regained with 
practice. Repetition is the key. It’s a parallel experience to learning a non-native tongue.

VANITY LICENSE FEE 
INCREASES 


Effective September 9th, the 
FCC increased the 
application fee for the 
Amateur Radio Vanity 
License. The new rate is 
$14.50 for the ten-year term 
of the license. This is an 
increase of nearly 21%. It 
represents the cost of 
administering the program 
by the FCC.

increasing the fee annually 
as required to cover the cost,

Oregon Congressman Greg Walden, WB7OCE, has been appointed to fill a vacancy on the 
House Subcommittee on Telecommunications and the Internet. Walden is one of two amateurs 
in the US House of Representatives, and his appointment to the key House panel is considered 
good news for the amateur community. "With his extensive background in broadcasting, Greg 
has a world of experience and expertise in telecommunications issues," Chairman Billy Tauzin 
said. "His knowledge of the issues will help the Subcommittee address digital television, 
spectrum management, broadband deployment and other telecommunications matters." 


Walden said he was elated to become a subcommittee member. "I intend to work diligently to 
help invigorate the economic engine in Oregon and across the country," he said. "I am anxious 
to roll up my sleeves for Chairman Tauzin and Chairman Upton and work hard under their very 
effective leadership.” Walden represents Oregon's second congressional district. 


Within the amateur community, Walden is best known as an original cosponsors--with Texas 
Republican Pete Sessions--of HR 4720. That's the bill pending in Congress aimed at providing 
relief to amateurs faced with private deed covenants, conditions and restrictions--CC&Rs--in 
erecting antennas. Walden earned a slot on the Energy and Commerce Committee in 2000 and 
has actively served on the Subcommittee on Commerce, Trade and Consumer Protection 
dealing with issues of consumer privacy, accounting standards and electronic commerce.

Jamboree On The Air (JOTA) takes place Saturday October 19 through Sunday October 20 

“— (local time and always the third weekend of October). For the first time, ARRL is requesting that 
any club or individual planning to be active during the 2002 JOTA activity register on the 
"Youth Skeds" page on the ARRL Web site. (Set the expiration for the day after JOTA, October 
21.) The idea is to provide a database of scheduled JOTA activity in advance of the event to help 
more scouting groups to participate in JOTA 2002. Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Brownies and 
Venture Scouts soon will take to the airwaves in an effort to communicate with each other via 
Amateur Radio. As many as 400,000 Scouts, scouters and other youth have participated in 
JOTA in the past, and it's become the world's largest scouting event! JOTA provides another 
way to expose youth to Amateur Radio by showing them a great time as well as helping them to 
meet new friends, share stories of past scout experiences, and, ultimately, to light the spark 
that inspires them to pursue their own Amateur Radio licenses. For more information, visit the 
JOTA page on the ARRL Web site. 


JOTA: What Is It? 


JOTA is an annual event in which Boy and Girl Scouts and Guides from all over the world 
speak to each other by means of Amateur (ham) Radio. Scouting experiences are exchanged 
and ideas are shared via radio waves. Since 1958 when the first Jamboree-on-the-Air was held, 
millions of Scouts have met each other through this event. Many contacts made during JOTA 
have resulted in pen pals and links between Scout troops that have lasted many years. 
With no restrictions on age or on the number of participants, and at little or no expense, JOTA 
allows Scouts to contact each other by ham radio. The radio stations are operated by licensed 
ham radio operators. Many Scouts and leaders hold licenses and have their own stations, but 
‘“— the majority participate in JOTA through stations operated by local radio clubs and individual 
radio amateurs. Some operators use television or computer-linked communications. 


When 


JOTA is held the third weekend in October of each year. JOTA takes place starting Saturday at 
0001 hours local time to Sunday, 2359 hours local time, though some activity continues over 
from Friday to Monday to take advantage of long distance (DX) time differences. 


How Do We Take Part? 


First, contact a local Amateur Radio operator or club to ask for assistance. If you need help 
finding a club in your area check the ARRL Affiliated Club Search page. The FCC's list of 
amateurs and clubs in your area (enter your zip code only) can be found here. Radio amateurs 
are enthusiastic about their hobby and most will be willing to help you participate in JOTA. The 
radio operator may suggest that the Scouts visit his/her station or that the operator bring 
equipment to your local campsite. Often, JOTA stations are set up in unusual locations, such 
as the top of a mountain, or on a boat. To order Girl and Boy Scout brochures, contact the Field 
& Educational Services Department at ARRL HQ. 


Licensing Regulations 


Ham radio operators have obtained a radio transmission license by passing an exam given by national 
authorities, License conditions vary from country to country. 
‘In some, Scouts may speak over the air: in others, special permission can be obtained for Scouts to speak

A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the November 13, 2002 OTVARC 
club meeting. (to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH), or by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
8) Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting December 11, 2002.
